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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board: 

My  third  annual  report — the  twelfth  report  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools — is  herewith  presented. 

The  present  enrollment  by  schools  and  grades  is  as  follows  :

This  table  shows  an  increase  in  the  enrollment  in  every 
school  in  town  except  No.  10,  where  the  enrollment  is  the  same 
as  last  year.  The  C'olnmbian  Primary  school  is  overcrowded 
this  year  and  will  be  more  so  next,  as  the  entering  class  will 
no  doubt  be  larger  than  the  class  sent  into  the  grammar  school, 
and  generally  the  pupile  leaving  town  about  ec[ual  the  new 
ones  coming  in.  If  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  Co- 
lumbian Grammar  school  could  be  transported  to  the  village 
school  and  the  other  grades  be  divided  betw^een  two  teachers 
the  situation  at  the  Depot  would  be  relieved  and,  in  my  opin- 
ion, no  disadA^antage  would  result  to  the  village  schools  as  even 
then  there  would  be  but  about  forty  pupils  in  the  Grammar 
school  and  of  course  it  wxmld  not  affect  the  Primary  school  at 
all.  Under  such  an  arrangement  three  of  the  schools  would  be 
three-grade  schools  and  only  one  have  four  grades  in  the  same 
room  as  there  will  be  no  sixth  grade  at  the  village  next  year. 
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If  this  transportation  were  combined  with  the  Depot  transpor- 
tation already  existing  it  ought  not  to  be  very  expensive. 

It  seems  to  me  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  so 
that  a  teacher  may  be  in  charge  of  the  schoolhouse  at  noon, 
both  at  the  village  and  Depot  schools.  With  so  many  children 
spending  the  noon  hour  in  the  building  it  is  but  natural  that 
plays  get  too  rough  and  troubles  arise  which  might  be  avoided 
if  some  person  with  authority  were  present.  With  two  teachers 
to  divide  the  work  such  an  arrangement  would  not  make  an 
unreasonable  demand  on  the  teachers. 

The  attendance  in  the  Fitzwilliam  schools  is  fexcellent  and 
would  be  satisfactory  were  the  absences  fairly  diA^ided  among 
the  schools  and  pupils,  but  as  long  as  children  are  allowed  to 
remain  at  home  for  tri^nal  reasons  and  thereby  interfere  with 
their  own  progress  and  that  of  their  classes  it  cannot  be  said 
that  conditions  are  satisfactory.  Such  absence  rarely  occurs 
at  the  Depot  or  No.  10.  but  is  much  more  frequent  at  the  vil- 
lage and  State  Line. 

The  schoolroom  at  No.  10  is  filled  and  it  is  very  hard  to 
obtain  satisfactory  heat  and  ventilation,  especially  in  the 
colder  weather.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  sat- 
isfactory results  that  are  obtained  by  the  use  of  ventilating 
stoves  which  not  only  maintain  an  even  heat  in  every  part  of 
the  room  and  do  not  make  it  necessary  to  give  up  more  space 
than  is  required  for  the  floor  size  of  the  stove  but  in  addition 
constantly  supply  fresh  air  to  the  room  and  provide  for  the 
removal  of  the  foul  air.  These  stoves  can  be  placed  in  the  cor- 
ner of  the  room.  The  cost  of  the  stove  in  the  room  ready  to  use 
is  about  one  hundred  dollars.  Such  stoves  are  in  use  in 
Rindge  and  Jaifrey  and  have  given  very  satisfactory  results 
not  only  in  heating  and  ventilating,  but  have  proven  much 
more  economical  in  the  use  of  fuel  than  the  ordinary  stove  and 
in  the  rooms  where  they  are  in  use  school  commences  at  9 
o'clock  with  each  pupil  in  his  own  seat  and  comfortable. 

No.  10  school  was  fully,  and  the  Columbian  Primary  school 
partly  equipped  with  slate  blackboards  last  summer  and  a  few 
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boards  were  placed  in  other  schools ;  I  would  urge  the  Board 
to  add  to  this  equipment  each  year  until  the  schools  are  all  sup- 
plied with  enough  good  blackboard  surface.  There  are  a  few 
adjustable  seats  anl  desks  in  each  of  the  primary  schools  but 
not  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  schools;  there  should  be 
more  of  these  purchased  for  immediate  use,  not  only  in  the  vil- 
lage schools  but  for  No.  10  school,  where,  with  the  number  of 
small  children  enrolled,  the  seating  accommodations  are  poor. 

There  have  been  constant  additions  to  the  reading  material 
and  Avornout  copies  of  the  Geography  in  use  have  been  replaced 
by  copies  of  a  recent  revision  of  the  same  text  book,  thus  secur- 
ing an  extra  discount  and  a  better  book.  The  Gulick  texts  in 
Physiology  anl  Hygiene  are  in  use  in  some  of  the  schools ;  these 
books  are  endorsed  by  educators  as  well  as  by  the  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  Hnion  and  others  particularly  interested 
in  temperance  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  I  hope  that 
these  introductions  may  be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

In  two  schools  there  have  been  changes  in  teachers  during 
the  year  with  the  attendant  interruption  to  the  school  work. 
This  is  to  be  regretted  but  was  unavoidable. 

The  Supervisor  of  Music  is  visiting  the  schools  during  the 
winter  term  and  we  hope  that  this  may  make  the  instruction 
in  music  more  continuous  and  give  more  satisfactory  results. 

T  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many  courtesies 
which  have  been  shown  me  by  the  School  Board  and  by  citizens 
and  of  the  many  pleasant  acquaintances  among  the  teachers 
and  pupils  of  the  Fitzwilliam  schools.

The  following  report  of  the  muHic  department  is  respect- 
fully submitted  to  the  superintendent  and  school  board  of 
FitzAV^illiara : 

The  pupils  of  all  the  schools  excepting  the  grammar  grades 
are  separated  into  upper  and  lower  divisions  according  to 
ability.  In  the  jirimary  schools  the  lower  divisions  are  taught 
rote  songs  taken  from  the  Modern  ^lusic  Primer  and  Cole's 
Child's  First  Studies  in  Music.  The  upper  divisions  are  study- 
ing one  and  two-part  music  in  the  First  Eeader  of  the  New 
Educational  Course. 

The  village  grannnar  school  is  given  one  and  two-part 
work  in  the  Second  Reader.  The  Third  Eeader  is  used  ])y  the 
Depot  grammar  school,  and  two  and  three-part  songs  are 
studied. 

The  children  are  carefully  drilled  in  all  musical  terms,  in- 
dividual sight-reading  and  interval  vrork  is  taken  up  daily. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  correct  the  monotones.  Tone 
work  used  for  this  purpose  gives  a  certain  sweetness  and 
purity. 

To  the  superintendent,  teachers  and  pupils  I  wish  to  ex- 
press sirft?ore  thanks  for  the  interest  shown  and  kind  support 
given  me.

OnJy  one  case  of  diphtheria  and  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
have  occurred  during  the  past  year. 

One  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  proved  fatal,  the  child  being 
sick  only  two  days.  Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  these  diseases  and  the  houses  were  properly 
disinfected. 

Mumps  have  been  very  prevalent  among  the  school  chil- 
dren, especially  at  the  depot  and  No.  10. 

We  would  especially  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the 
law  which  prohibits  children,  while  infected  with  any  com- 
municable disease,  from  attending  the  public  schools. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  all  owning  cottages  at  Laurel  lake 
to  make  some  provision  this  spring  preventing  sink  water  and 
other  waste  material  from  draining  into  the  lake.  And  we 
trust  that  this  may  serve  as  a  notice  to  that  effect.

— To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  commit- 
tees, or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  6. — To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  committees  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount 
required  by  law,  for  the  support  of  schools. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  general  repairs. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  painting  the  village  school- 
house. 

Art. 10. — To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  school 
board  and  truant  officer  for  the  ensuing  year.
